However,  if  evil  triumphs  and  the 
poor  harrassed  capitalists  are  de- 
feated, we  may  remark  that  liberal 
and  radical  forces  are  still  strong 
enough  to  offset  the  growing  num- 
ber of  reactionaries,  and  we  may 
expect  a Democratic  president  in 
1940.

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Energy  Wasted 


The  recent  President”  campaign  might 

have  a bit  more  behind  it  than  appears  on  the  surface. 

Regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  mythical  candidate  idea 
for  reform  is  a little  childish,  the  thought  of  protest  does  go 
deeper.  But  as  usual,  the  protestors  failed  to  get  at  the  root 
of  the  problem  and  naturally  were  scorned. 

For  their  protest  against  faculty  supervision  over  student 
affairs  was  voiced  without  knowledge  of  official  faculty-student 
relations — and  their  energies  could  much  better  have  been  di- 
rected toward  getting  out  a representative  vote. 

It  is  this  matter  of  getting  the  real  student  opinion  on  es- 
lection  of  officers  that  is  much  more  of  matter  for  reformists 
to  work  on. 

Last  week  1159  votes  Were  cast  from  a registered  student 
body  of  more  than  2500.  We  can't  blame  the  faculty  a great 
deal  for  watching  over  student  affairs  when  less  than  one-half 
of  the  students  are  interested  enough  to  simply  cast  a ballot. 

In  the  class  elections  Monday  the  situation  was  really  piti- 
ful. David  S.  Walker,  who  has  charge  of  the  elections,  an- 
nounced, with  his  tongue  in  his  cheek,  that  “almost  500  voted”. 
Probably  this  is  an  exaggerated  figure — and  even  if  it  isn’t  it 
means  that  one  fourth  of  the  students  chose  the  class  officers 
for  the  coming  year. 

It  would  be  very  easy  to  elect  a “Jim  Hill”  for  class  presi- 
dent since  a count  of  about  100  will  win  and  even  the  “Jim 
Hill”  adherents  could  probably  get  that  many  out. 

With  this  sort  of  thing  possible,  it  is  not  much  wonder 
that  the  faculty  keeps  a rather  watchful  eye  over  the  student 
administrators. 

However  on  the  few  matters  this  year  about  which  the 
faculty  and  the  student  council  clashed,  the  outcome  was  very 
much  in  favor  of  the  students.  A lot  of  talk  goes  on  around 
here  about  the  strict  faculty  control  of  student  affairs,  but  as 
yet  we  haven’t  seen  so  much  of  it.  And  we’ve  had  a ringside 
seat  too. 

Anyone  who  thinks  that  this  is  an  apple  polishing  effort 
can  ask  any  of  the  present  student  council  and  get  about  the 
same  opinion  about  the  faculty  supervision  that  has  been 
put  forth  here.- 

Besides  we’ve  found  that  the  faculty  really  thinks  more  of 
one  when  they  get  blasted,  so  as  an  olive  branch  to  them,  this 
is  probably  a failure.

Nine  students  of  Brigham  Young 
university  botany  department  will 
return  Saturday  from  an  eight-day 
field  trip  through  southern  Utah. 

Accompanied,  hy  Dr.  Bertrand 
Harrison,  the*  group  gathered  in- 
formation about  plants  of  the  south- 
ern Utah  area  and  collected  species 
to  be  added  to  the  B.  Y.  U.  herb- 
arium. The  botanists  making  the  an- 
nual trip  for  the  department  travel- 
ed by  bus  to  central  points  in  the 
regions  they  visited  and  hiked  from 
these  points  to  places  where  desir- 
ed plants  were  observed  in  native 
habitats.

At  Aquarius  plateau 
the  party  began  the  return  trip.

Moving  Pictures 
Taken  Of 
Football  Team 

“Skull  drills”  for  the  1939  foot- 
ball squad  at  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity will  be  aided  by  the  use  of 
motion  pictures,  according  to  Coach 
Eddie  Kimball. 

The  method  of  filming  team  ac- 
tion in  both  actual  games  and  prac- 
tice has  been  used  by  a number  oi 
prominent  football  teams  through- 
out the  country.  This  is  the  first 
time  it  has  been  used  at  B.  Y.  U., 
however,  Kimball  said. 

The  first  pictures  this  year  were 
taken  of  the  final  spring  practice 
game  held  last  week  in  the  “Y”  sta- 
dium between  the  1939  squad  and  a 
team  of  graduating  athletes.  The 
entire  game  was  filmed  by  Thomas 
C.  Peterson,  specialist  in  Visual 
Aids  for  the  Extension  Division  of 
the  university. 

Various  techniques  were  used  to 
obtain  an  accurate  record  of  the 
gabe.  Part  of  it  was  filmed  in  slow 
motion  and  part  was  also  taken  with 
telephoto  lens  which  will  bring  the 
action  into  a “close-up”. 

As  soon  as  the  motion  pictures 
are  developed  they  will  be  shown  to 
the  members  of  the  team  to  give 
them  a chance  to  observe  both  of- 
fensive and  defensive  play,  Coach 
Kimball  indicated.  The  pictures  are 
expected  to  reveal  where  plays  are 
weakest  and  also  aid  players  in  im- 
proving their  fundamentals  of  tack- 
ling and  blocking.  In  addition  to 
the  movies  taken  of  the  practice 
game,  the  Cougar  grid  men  also 
will  study  motion  pictures  which 
will  be  taken  of  their  play  during 
the  early  part  of  next  fall’s  season.
